Minister Mackenzie King. Hie 
j vote was unamimously in favor.

L AST Thursday a proclamation was read by mayors 
of urban municipalities calling men to volunteer 
for service with the Canadian Army. In Macleod there 
was barely a dozen people present at the town hall to 
hear it read. A guard of honor consisting of Lieut. K. 
H. Montgomery, a sergeant-major and two corporals 
gave the required military touch. At Coleman, repre¬ 
sentatives of The Canadian Legion attended the cere¬ 
mony, and after the Proclamation was read by Mayor 
Antrobus they presented a petition to Premier King 
asking that conscription be put into force. It is pub¬ 
lished elsewhere in this issue. 


jVT EWS REPORTS of Premier King’s visit to Alberta 
^ indicated by the demonstrations that a very large 
section of public opinion favors conscription. The 
premier’s pronouncements on recruiting were those 
of one trying to avoid the issue for fear of alienating 
political support. He is going very cautiously, and 
probably is waiting till public opinion raises such a 
demand for conscription that he will be compelled to 
act. It will be remembered that in 1917 there was an 
appeal to the country in what was called the “Khaki 
Election,” and the government was returned with an 
emphatic mandate to carry on. 

TT’S no use ignoring the fact that the recent re- 
1 cruiting campaign did not obtain more than 50% 
of the number of men anticipated. Hitler stated in 
“Mein Kampf” that a country that is not able to fight 
for and maintain its independence does not deserve to 
be independent. The truth of his statement is seen in 
his conquest of European countries. From coast to 
coast there is a demand that Canada recognize that it 
has to make an “all out” effort to help Britain win. It 
is not a political issue which is being raised. It is an 
issue which concerns us all, and action must be taken 
if we are to pull our weight. 

A RE people on a spending spree? The increased 
. industrial activity, resulting from the war has 
made money circulate more freely. Coal production 
in the Crows Nest Pass mines is at a higher peak than 
it has been for many years. Freight movement over 
the railroad not only of coal and lumber but of many 
other commodities shows a very substantial increase 
compared with normal times. But the wage-earner 
is no better off, neither are the owners of business con¬ 
cerns, for increased taxes take the increases in wages 
or profits that accrue from war’s activities. In the 
coal mining areas the cost of living commission decid¬ 
ed that an increase of 18c per day was to apply on 
mineworkers’ wages. The national defence tax is 
boosted from 2 per cent to 5 per cent. If a miner or 
any other wage earner gets an average of $30 a week, 
he now pays in addition to income tax, if taxable, $78 
in national defence tax. The cost of living bonus of 
18c per working day meets little more than half of the 
national defence tax he has to pay. The more abun¬ 
dant circulation of money gives an impression of gen¬ 
eral prosperity. Yet it takes but little analysis to dis¬ 
cover that we are just at the same old level when 
it comes to net earnings. It therefore behooves us to 
keep the safety valve on our expenses, and check over 
our budgets very carefully before making any heavy 
expenditures involving lengthy contracts for time pay¬ 
ments. No matter if we are tempted to spend a little 
more freely, we should remember that the balloon of 
mild inflation we are experiencing must come down. 

TVT EWS and radio reports of the Nazi-Soviet con- 
flict are bewildering. Each side makes extrava¬ 
gant claims of inflicting heavy losses. People can 
judge only from their own view of how the battle 
wages. One thing is certain; now is the opportune 
time for Great Britain to hammer away at German 
occupied France and German industrial centres to 
weaken the morale of the German people. The Unit¬ 
ed States action in sending its naval forces to Iceland 
will undoubtedly provoke retaliation by the Axis 
powers, yet conflict between them was bound to come 
at some time. Britain will undoubtedly redouble her 
efforts if that is possible to take advantage of the 
Germans problems in fighting Russia, and the Do¬ 
minions of the British Commonwealth will be spurred 
on to put forth their utmost effort in production of 
munitions and war material. It has to be a fight to the 
finish, and the words of British statesmen that there 
will be no peace negotiations with Hitler or his gang¬ 
sters will meet with general approvel by the people 
who have suffered so much since the war started well 
on to two years ago. They’ll keep right on to the end 
of the road. That end is —Victory!

GET UP AN HOUR EARLIER, 
SAYS PREMIER 

Premier Aberhart believes that 
the city of Edmonton has power 
to establish “daylight saving time,” 
according to details of a communi¬ 
cation to Mayor Fry. It will be 
recalled that recently city council 
favored introduction of the sys¬ 
tem. The premier, however, while 
appreciating efforts of the scheme’s 
sponsors to obtain uniformity by 
having the whole province adopt 
it, said “I do not know whether 
this can be accomplished or not.
